4. RIGHT OF PEOPLES OF MOZAMBIQUE AND ANGOLA TO SELF

APPARENTLY UN WILL PLAY A PREDOMINANT ROLE IN DETERMINING

APPEARS NEXT IN LINE, AND GOP SPECIFIED THAT FRELIMO IS THE 
GROUP WITH WHICH IT WILL DISCUSS INDEPENDENCE. ANGOLA 
FOLLOWS, BUT UNLIKE REFERENCE TO MOZAMBIQUE COMMUNIQUE 
MAKES NO MENTION OF WHOM SPECIFICALLY THE GOP WILL
